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The Udder and Mastitis

choice of the topic this morning, ‘‘The Udder and 

Mastitis,’’ I think, is a very appropriate one, al- 
though the choice of the speaker may not be so appro- 
priate. The udder of a cow is the most important unit 
in agriculture. Nearly one-fifth of the total farm in- 
come in the United States is the 
product of the udder of the cow. And 
to those of you who are Holstein 
people, the udder of the cow is every- 
thing. Or to nut it another way, all 
that you are, you owe to udders. 
(Laughter. ) 

A discussion on the udder of the 
cow can be divided into three major 
phases. One is its development, an- 
other one is the secretion of the milk 
within it, and the third, and a very 
important one, that I shall dwell more 
on than any other part of it, is that 
of getting the milk out of it. 


The development of the udder has 
come to a better understanding in re- 
cent years, with the advent of the 
science of endocrinology. We now 
know the hormones that are involved 
in the development of the udder—and 
Iam now going to tell you, very 
briefly, because time will not permit 
going into detail, that we can now de- 
velop the udder on a heifer, and get a 
fair amount of milk secretion, with- 
out her ‘having had a calf. 

In general, there are three hor- 
mones involved, two of them coming 
out of the ovary. One of these, es- 
trogen, causes the development of 
ducts in the gland; the other one, 
Progesterone, comes out of the yellow body of the ovary 
lollowing pregnancy, develops the secretory cells within 
the gland. The third hormone is needed to stimulate the 
udder into milk secretion. It comes from a little gland 
at the base of the brain which is known as the pituitary, 
and the hormone is known as prolactin. In small ani- 
mals, that is, in rats and rabbits, and so on—we can 
‘nject these hormones and get apparently a complete de- 
velopment and a complete functioning of the gland. In 
the cow, experimentation has not been possible until 
Within the last couple of years, as the hormones have 
been too expensive. But within the last few years, a 
‘ynthetic “hormone,” stilbestrol, has been made avail- 
able that makes this study possible. As yet we don’t 
“low what its practical implications are. I will just

give you one example and let you judge for yourselves. 

In the University farm herd, we have a two-year-old 
Jersey heifer that is now milking more than fifteen 
pounds of milk daily testing six per cent, as the result 
of the injection ‘of this substance, which commenced just 
a little over two months ago. She is still going up in 
milk production. I suppose that Holstein breeders are 
not impressed with a fifteen pound daily milk produc- 
tion, but remember that it tests six per cent. We don’t 
know how to administer it yet. This is 
just a hit and miss affair. I just throw 
that out, that there is a possibility of 
practical implication. 

The cost of that hormone to date, to 
get the fifteen pound milk production, 
is about $1.10. It is too early to pre- 
dict what the implication may be in 
the case of non-breeding old cows, 
non-breeding heifers. Just as a matter 
of information, theoretically, it should 
be possible to get the bull and the 
steer into milk. We tried that—but 
you need not worry about competition 
from that source. In small laboratory 
animals, the male can be brought into 
milk just as well as the female by the 
application of these hormones. In the 
bovine it is impossible. 

Let us go on over to the other 
phase, anent the activity of the de 
veloped udder. I shall tell you a few 
what I consider important facts, that 
you may have even a greater appre- 
ciation for the machine—the dairy 
cow. 


The udder of the cow really consists 
of four separate glands. Each quarter 
is an entity to itself, with a separate 
drainage system for the milk to come 
out, separate secretory system, and in 
fact, a separate circulatory system, 
that is, that the arteries divide so that there is one 
branch supplying each one of these four quarters. On 
an average, the rear quarters produce sixty per cent of 
the milk, and the front quarters forty per cent. The 
rear quarters are therefore half again as large as the 
front quarters. They get this size, in spite of the fact 
that the rear quarters are narrower, from being deeper 
and encroaching upon the territory, so to speak, of the 
front quarters. In other words, I defy any judge to be 
able to tell from appearance or palpation the relative 
size of the front and rear quarters. I have seen rear 
quarters which, along the middle, have extended to the 
front of the udder, or they may encroach very materially 
upon the area that apparently should be reserved for the 
front quarters. 
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Now just a word or two more about the udder. It 
has a tremendous circulation. We have measured the 
blood flow to the udder of the cow by fistulating, or get- 
ting into the artery, injecting a dye into that artery at 
a constant rate over a period of thirty seconds, taking 
the blood from the veins as it comes out of the udder, 
measuring the dilution of the dye in the blood that came 
out, and then we could calculate how much blood went 
through that udder in thirty seconds. Knowing the 
amount of milk that the cow produces, we could easily 
relate the ratio of blood to the amount of milk. And 
this is the astounding fact: that about four hundred 
pounds of blood go through the udder for every pound 
of milk that is produced. 


And if that doesn’t impress you, let’s take an ordi- 
nary Holstein cow that produces fifty pounds of milk a 
day. She pumps ten tons of blood through that udder for 
the making of that milk. We know the pressure on the 
arterial side, so we can calculate the amount of work 
that is actually done—and only by the left side of the 
heart—in pumping this blood through the udder, and 
that is equivalent, using again, terms that I am sure 
you understand, to loading on ten tons of manure onto 
a spreader that is about 47 inches high. 

And that is just the blood that goes through the 
udder, to say nothing about the additional blood that 
the milking cow pumps through the other vital organs— 
the digestive tract, and other organs that are greatly 
increased in activity as a result of lactation. Nor does 
it take into account at all the work of the right side of 
the heart that must pump this blood through the lung. 
So the cow is indeed a hardworking animal. 


Now a bit about how milk is made, and when it is 
made, in the udder. A number of years ago, we took 
the udders off cows at milking time. That is, we 
slaughtered them first, and took the udders off and 
analyzed them for the milk that they contained. We 
found that these udders contained all of the milk that 
we calculated the cow would have produced if she had 
been milked before slaughter, which, of course, showed 
that the old idea that milk was secreted mainly at the 
time that you sat down to milk was wrong. And you 
will recall that that was the idea prevalent, and is still 
prevalent in many places. 


So we set up another series of experiments, the details 
of which you are not going to be burdened with, to show 
that the milk is secreted uniformly in the interim be- 
tween milkings, provided that the cow doesn’t milk too 
much. If she is a heavy producer the rate then slows up 
toward milking time and is slowest, or even may be 
completely stopped at the milking time. We studied the 
pressures that develop and the relationship between the 
pressures within the udder and the rate of secretion. 
As milk accumulates within the secretory recesses, of 
which there are many millions in the udder of a cow, a 
pressure develops, and when that pressure gets up to 
approximately one-fourth that of the blood pressure, 
then milk secretion stops, and as the pressure develops 
the rate of secretion is slowed down. Milk secretion is 
most rapid when there is no pressure within the gland, 
and it is completely stopped when the pressure reaches 
approximately one-quarter that of the blood pressure. 
When that happens the milk starts going the other way, 
that is, resorption begins. At this time milk begins to 
come into equilibrium with the blood. Milk is not 
normally in equilibrium with the blood. But when the 
pressure gets up to one-fourth that of blood pressure, 
some of the constituents of the milk go back into the 
blood and are exchanged for substances that go from the 
blood into the milk, until finally they come into equili- 
brium. 


The best example of milk that has come into equili- 
brium is colostrum milk, the first milk after calving. It 
is low in milk sugar, high in salt, low in the casein— 
the characteristic protein of milk—it is high in the pro- 
teins of the blood—globulin and albumen—and it is high 
in cell content. And I’ll tell you, since I am supposed to 
say something about mastitis, that it has the characteris- 
tics of mastitis milk—and of course, the characteristics 
of mastitis milk are those of milk that has come into 
equilibrium with the blood. 


Well, now, I am going to spend the rest of the time 
on milking and mastitis as I see it. Let us begin with 
an udder that is full of milk. Most of the milk is stored 
in the tiny little recesses in which it is secreted. Some 
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of it, to be true, drains on down into the cistern in the 
lower part of the gland but that is a very small propor- 
tion of the total amount of milk that there is in the 
udder. Each of these little recesses contain but a frac. 
tion of.a drop of milk. They may be likened to an eye- 
dropper that is filled with fluid which will not come out 
until a force is applied to the rubber bulb. The amount 
of the milk within each little recess, that we call an 
alveolus (alveoli, for plural) is so small that it cannot 
drain out by its own weight and consequently, to get 
that milk out, we must have a force applied that wij 
squeeze it out, just the same as fluid is squeezed out of 
the eye dropper. It has been shown that around these 
alveoli there are tiny muscle cells that are capable of 
contracting to do the squeezing. 

At this point I am going to tell you briefly how we 
discovered the complicated phenomena involved in get- 
ting milk out of the udder but before doing so let me 
tell you many cows are poor milkers, because they are 
milked completely, or some of them do not know how 
to respond to the milking act and let it down completely, 
When there is this pressure built up in the gland, and 
milk starts to be resorbed, the cells start to disappear, 
and the drying off process starts. 

The reason that cows milk more on three-time milk- 
ing than they do on two-time milking is due to reducing 
the pressure and stimulating the rate of secretion; and 
the same thing happens for four-time milking over three- 
time milking. The pressures, you see, are kept at a 
minimum, at the more frequent milkings per day. 


Now, then, for the nature of this phenomenon. First 
we thought that the cow controlled the letting down of 
milk through her voluntary nervous system, and could 
decide wether or not she would send a message down 
to squeeze out the milk. We soon found this not to be 
so, for when we cut the nerve that goes down to the 
mammary gland so that no message could be sent down 
that way—there was no difference in the amount of milk 
that the cow let down at a milking, nor did it make any 
difference upon the effect of the completeness of milk- 
ing, provided that the conditions were right. 

So the next thing that we did was to speculate on 
what might be the mechanism—and anybody working in 
the field of physiology who doesn’t suspect hormones as 
being responsible for a phenomenon certainly would be 
accused of not knowing his field. We suspected that it 
would be a hormone, and we injected the hormones that 
we thought might be responsible, and we found that it 
is a pituitary hormone that causes the let-down of milk. 
First we demonstrated that this hormone would do the 
job as when we injected this pituitary hormone, known 
as oxytocin—into the jugular vein at the junction of the 
head and neck—it took about forty seconds until the 
teats became distended, and the milk was let down. 


That experiment, of course, did not prove that that 
is what happens when you sit down to milk a cow, 80 
we set up another series of experiments and just re- 
cently reported on the result. In our laboratory, we 
have what is known as the mechanical cow. We didn't 
give it this name, and you needn’t worry about its being 
a competitive factor to the real cow. It consists essel- 
tially of an artificial heart, artificial lungs, onto which 
is hooked up the udder of a cow that has come from 4 
packing plant, and the blood from that cow is then cir- 
culated through that udder. By means of this setup 
we can study the making of milk. We can make addi- 
tions to the blood, and we have even made synthetic 
blood. 


The particular experiment that I think you will be 
interested in from this standpoint has to do with the let 
down of milk. We put teat tubes into the udder imme 
diately after we hook it up, and drain the milk out. Then 
we inject the hormone to force out any milk that is left 
in these tiny recesses and then at the end of the experi- 
ment, six or eight hours later, we inject the hormone 
again and we get the milk that was made during the 
experiment. Sometimes we don’t but in the majority of 
cases we do. 

In this particular experiment, we didn’t inject the 
hormone, but went down to the barn and stimulated 4 
cow to let down her milk, and then, instead of a 
her, took out a quart of blood. Then we put this bloo 
through the udder and with these teat tubes in ange 
we could tell what effect it had upon the let-down °

The Illinois State Black and White Show 


and White Show on Saturday, July 25th, in the bosky- 

dell setting of Mooseheart’s lovely wooded lake shore 
picnic grounds. Because of the cancellation of the 1942 
Illinois State Fair, the World opened its annual All- 
American competition to this, the only state-wide Hol- 
stein show in Illinois this year. Sixty-two head were 
exhibited in the individual classes, with 22 owners rep- 
resented. Joe Eves, who judged the show, increased the 
interest in the competition by analyzing his placings over 
the public address system. 

The show was limited to animals under two years of 
age in the bull classes. Grand champion in the bull divi- 
sion was Pond Gate Homestead Masterpiece, winner of 
the large senior bull calf class on the merits of his 
straight lines, and open, clean-cut dairy confirmation. 
Close second in the class was the Ravenglen entry, Pabst 
Confident Star, built to a bit more thick-set pattern, and 
an animal of much merit that will likely go far on the big 
fair circuit later on. 

Henry Wegener, Ingleside, Ill. topped the junior bull 
calf class. Doug Knights, Sandwich, IIl., showed the 
only junior yearling entry, Dougvic Pathfinder John, 
that went on to win the junior championship for animals 
bred by exhibitor, and the Harry P. Kelly Trophy that 
goes with this honor. The Illinois Training School for 
Boys, St. Charles, showed the only senior yearling entry, 
Foxhome Dandy, a well-grown, well-built son of George 
Fox’s Carnation Peerless bull. 

Ravenglen brought out Sunny Meadows Rag Apple 
Segis Lass, their last year’s Reserve All-American, for 
the aged cow class—her first showing in the United 
States.

and grand champion, though showing at the tag end of 
her lactation. Bred to freshen for the late fall shows, the 
well laid plans of the Ravenglen management have 
been foiled by the change in the Waterloo date, but 
“Sunny Meadows” will be there, though not due to 
freshen until about September 20th. The aged cow class 
was a real one with 8 entries. Ravenglen had a large and 
striking entry in at second, Piek Vera Connie, and third 
was Ilehamwood Segis Bess (last year’s Illinois State 
Fair Grand Champion), that is just finishing an 800-lb fat 
two-time record for her present owners, Westerdale 
Farm at Elgin. 

Piek Spring Montvic Buck Lass won the 4-year-old 
class for Ravenglen, with Pond Gate’s entry second, Peer- 
less Masterpiece Hazelwood, the dam of their grand 
champion bull calf.

The top senior yearling was shown by the Country 
Home Farm of West Chicago, Florem Inka Belle, a ro- 
bust heifer that went on over pretty high class competi- 
tion to win the junior championship.

(Second Installment) 


Sleepy Hollow 


Petaluma is a short run north by bus from San 
Francisco across the Golden Gate Bridge. Max Herzog 
met me and we spent a pleasant afternoon Monday look- 
ing over the Sleepy Hollow herd. Great improvement in 
type has been made here since I first saw the herd in 
1935. They have a constructive breeding program which 
was outlined somewhat in these columns recently (Bull 
Bargain Issue.) Briefly, they are building on the blood 
of their great 1,000 lb (3X) producer, Miss Colantha 
Korndyke Mead 2d, one of the original foundation from 
the A. W. Morris herd. Three of her sons are now in 
service and from all present appearances all three are 
going to be good, and their combination will be especial- 
ly interesting. Especially good results seem to be com- 
ing from the doubling up of the blood of Sleepy Hollow 
Montvic Chieftain, former herd sire. He was a son of 
Montvic Chieftain from one of the 800-lb daughters of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. He passed on within the 
year and his last calf was soon due to arrive—out of 
the great 900-lb daughter of the foundation 1,000-lb 
“Colantha” cow. 


Sleepy Hollow has now maintained an average above 
500 lbs fat for five consecutive years in herd test, last 
year hitting 559.1 lbs. for 41 cows, with over a third 
of them on 2X milking. They also maintain a large 
commercial milking herd of about 250 head, which in 
DHIA averaged 414 lbs fat a year on 2X milking. They 
produce certified milk for the San Francisco market and 
operate on a big scale, with a whole fertile valley of sev- 
eral thousand acres included to produce all their rough- 
age. Max was experimenting with Molasses Grape Meal 
and Kaffir corn meal in his ration. He likes low protein 
(about 16%) and high fat analysis. The cows seem to 
like it, too. They were sold low on bulls except a couple 
which they have reserved until they can decide which 
of the two to retain in service. One is from the 800-lb

Then down the line to Decker Brothers at Turlock.

They 
are about as fine a group of square-uddered, level 
rumped, clean-cut young cows as any breeder can show 
by one sire. They are producing well and look like 
comers. In another paddock were another group of 
bred heifers by him that looked equally promising. The 
count showed 34 daughters in the herd and 39 cows bred 
to him. As a sire, this bull must be put down as a 
thorough-going credit to his famous breeding. His sons 
are going out into a lot of good herds in the West. 

A little telephoning rounded up the makings of a 
party. Mark Borror drove down from Springville (on 
the other edge of the Sequoia National Park.) I was 
happy to see Mark but disappointed that time did not 
permit my getting up there to see his herd again. His 
old herd sire, King Segis Quality De Kol, has made a 
great contribution, and Colony-bred bulls are carrying 
on. He is having a nip and tuck race right now with 
the Taylors of Visalia as to which will ‘have top herd in 
California for the Herd Test this year. Both will be 
well over 500 lbs. 

In the process of gathering, we called on Buck 
Duran, just out of Visalia. We found Buck in the house, 
engrossed in the Convention Number which had just 
arrived. But we pried him loose to show us the herd. 
Buck is very modest, but this is one of the good herds 
of the breed. It made a fine average last year in DHIA, 
(maybe we can get more dope on this later), and he has 
some real ones for type. Foundation came mostly from 
Rocky Hill and Frank Hopkins, and he is building well 
on it. 


Arch Medlin runs the farm department of the bank 
in Visalia, and is proving his qualification for the job 
by successfully operating a couple of ranches of his own.

He 
has one nice daughter of Rocky Hill’s Montvic bull and 
has a KPOP bred herd sire that will show with the 
best.

Taylaker 


On previous trips I had missed the well known Tay- 
laker herd of Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Taylor, Visalia, so I 
was particularly glad to have a chance for a visit there 
this time. This is one of the good herds, both in type 
and production. As mentioned earlier, they expect to 
hit way above 500 lbs as a herd average this year, which 
is quite a goal for a herd of this size on 2X milking, but 
no novelty for this herd either on Herd Test or DHIA. 
They have a fine pasture here under irrigation, and 
there is no doubt about its value. The herd sires have 
spacious paddocks and plenty of sunshine, and the herd 
is well fortified in this respect. Sir Taylaker Ormsby 
Gettie, a son of King Pietertje Lyons Ormsby, now 8 
years old, is one of the high Index bulls of the breed 
(890 Ibs, 3X.)

Clarifying a Problem 


{LK prices are better but they still lack a lot of 
M returning dairy farm labor a fair wage for its 

time, to say nothing about a return on invested 
capital. Washington asks for an 8% increase in pro- 
duction over the biggest previous production year in 
history (1941) as a definite and necessary contribution 
to the war effort. The dairy industry is responding 
nobly in the face of mounting difficulties. 


Labor seems to be the most serious problem right 
row. Husky farm youth provide the best army ma- 
terial, and no industry expects complete exemption from 
selective service; and the pay checks in war industry 
are drawing many more from farm work, with dairy 
returns utterly incapable of meeting the industrial scale. 
There just isn’t room under the retail price ceilings. 

The Nation, accordingly, is faced with one of two al- 
ternatives—a drop in production of our most essential 
food product through loss of man power to operate at 
capacity; or a price level from the consumer that will 
permit the payment of wages sufficient to hold the farm 
man power on the farm front. Washington policy is 
definitely to resist any increase in prices that will re- 
flect in the cost of living, but it has not had the courage 
to place any ceiling on industrial wages. Up and up 
they go, as organized labor demands—and gets—more 
money. 

Unskilled labor is now able to command about 85 
cents an hour; skilled labor $1.50; with time-and-a-half 
after 40 hours a week, and even double time when the 
hours begin to approach those customarily worked on 4 
dairy farm. Yet dairy farm labor—which is entitled 
to be classed as skilled, is limited to less than a flat 35 
cents a hour, without extra over-time pay, on the basis 
of the returns even from present improved prices for 
milk. Is it to be wondered that farm employment loses 
a lot of its appeal for men who are able to do a days 
work? 

Last fall, when the amendments to the New York 
Market Order were under discussion, the Owen D. 
Young Committee requested the Deans of the Agricul- 
tural Colleges of New York, Pennsylvania and Vermont 
to make a careful and unbiased study of costs of milk 
production. Their experts met, brought together their 
combined data, and the results of their efforts are a part 
of the record of the public hearing held soon thereafter 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. ; 

The conclusion of these experts was that average fair 
costs for dairymen producing milk for the New York 
City market ranged on a year-round basis from $2.59 to 
$2.69 per hundredweight in these three states. And 
this, mind you, was figuring labor costs on a pasis of 
35 cents an hour. 
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Compare these figures with the average prices ac- 
tually paid in a representative market. The uniform pool 
price in the New York market for the past twelve 
months has ranged from a high of $2.85 per cwt in No- 
vember 1941, to a seasonal low of $2.32 in June 1942, 
pringing an unweighted average of $2.54 per cwt. This 
average is 15 cents a hundredweight less than the esti- 
mated average fair cost of production in New York with 
jabor figured at a wage of 35 cents an hour. Actual re- 
turns have thus paid about 29 cents per hour for the 
labor involved. As wages paid hired labor have ex- 
ceeded this figure, the owner’s own return has been cor- 
respondingly decreased. 


Skilled farm labor does not expect a wage of $1.50 
an hour with time and a half and double time for extra 
hours. There are the compensations of stability of em- 
ployment, and other considerations. But suppose we 
figure it out on the plain unskilled industrial wage 
scale of 85 cents an hour, and overlook the time and a 
balf for the last 30 to 35 hours of his work week. 

We asked Prof. E. G. Misner, well known farm 
economist and staff member at Cornell University, to 
apply the 85-cent wage to the formula on production costs 
worked out by the Danns’ Committee, with which he 
worked as a technical expert, and to translate that wage 
into terms of wholesale milk production costs for the 
New York City market. 


Here is his authentic comment: 

“The averages of 25 studies from 1910-40 in 
New York State by the survey method showed that 
30 pounds of concentrates, 70 pounds of hay and 
other dry forage, 110 pounds of silage and other 
succulent feed and 2.5 hours of labor were required 
per hundred pounds of milk produced. 

“The value of these items represented about 80 
per cent of the net cost of producing 100 pounds of 
milk. 

“With grain at $2.00 per hundredweight, silage 
at $5.00 per ton, hay at $12.00 per ton and labor at 
85 cents per hour, the value of each feed and labor 


item used in the production of milk would be as 
follows: 


Concentrates

Hay and other dry

110 lbs. @ $0.25 per cwt.—$0.28

Total net cost of 100 lbs. of milk $4.28 


“The total for feed and labor at these rates 
would be $3.42 per hundredweight. Assuming that 
feed and labor represented about 80 per cent of the 
total cost of producing milk, the average yearly 
cost at these rates would be $4.28 per hundred- 
weight or about 9.20 cents per quart.”

Let us go on the assumption 
reson really means to improve the lot of the dairy 
sel On that theory he would most certainly expect 
“elve the dairy farmer into his ranks on a basis of 
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equality with other labor among his membership, and 
a basic identity of interest. 

The figures on production costs given above may 
help to simplify his problem. They will at least give 
him information on the price he must get for the Dis- 
trict 50 dairy members if he delivers on his promise of 
cost of production—with an 85-cent an hour labor re- 
turn. Certainly he would not be a party to sweat-shop 
prices for the labor of any of his members. There 
would really seem to be little point in dairy farmers pay- 
ing out their good money for union membership and 
dues unless they are accepted on a basis of full equality 
with other members. 


But, will even Mr. Lewis’ members in the cities 
cheerfully pay the extra price that would be necessary 
to bring this parity of return to the union farm mem- 
ber? The New York C. I. O. says there is no place there 
for dairy farmers. Cortland, N. Y., C. I. O. members 
staged a milk boycott in protest over a one-cent-a-quart 
raise in the retail price. Yet, if he is to deliver on his 
promises, Mr. Lewis must somehow find a way to get 
three to four cents a quart more money back to the 
milk producer, even if it does mean 20 cents a quart 
on the doorstep. With organized labor all along the 
line—receiving stations, transportation to the city, 
whether by tank truck or railroad; processing after 
arrival, and finally delivery to the consumer’s door, there 
is not so much opportunity as he may think to squeeze 
down the spread. Part could come by selling it all 
through stores—but Mr. Lewis would have to think of 
the drivers and others who would then lose their jobs 
entirely. 

Perhaps dairymen should be doing a little earnest 
thinking about that, too. They will stage no sit-down 
strikes; they are not built that way. They will continue 
to do the best they can. Unless they can get a little 
more money, many of them will have to curtail their 
operations for lack of help because current labor wages 
are not possible under present milk ceilings. All will 
continue to work unstintingly. All will try to improve 
efficiency and methods. We hope, however, they will 
not be so busy with their hands that they do not use 
their heads to think through this Lewis thing.

Butter Bonus in Canada 


N order to stimulate greater production of butter, the 
| Canadian government has set up a policy under which 

they will pay a bonus of six cents a pound to pro- 
ducers. 

The policy should be effective in getting the desired 
increase in production, while at the same time permit- 
ting the maintenance of the established ceiling price to 
consumers. It is estimated that the amount involved 
will run to above $15,000,000 a year. The savings will 
go to every consumer of butter, which means every 
Canadian family, as manufacture and sale of butter 
substitutes in Canada has long been completely prohib- 
ited. The action is thus regarded as distinctly anti- 
inflationary and the results will be watched with keen 
interest here. 

One immediate effect should be a stiffening of dairy 
cattle prices in Canada.

CLASSIFICATION WORK IN 
MICHIGAN 


E. M. Clark 


Michigan Holstein breeders have 
recently completed quite an exten- 
sive Herd Classification program 
with 811 head being rated in 33 
herds. Twenty of the herds belonged 
to breeders who had never classified 
before. During the week of March 
30th, R. J. Schaefer, of Appleton, 
Wisconsin, passe djudment on 285 
head. Inspector Ward Stevens of 
Liverpool, New York, classified 526 
head starting April 20th. It is be- 
lieved that Mr. Stevens made a 
couple of world’s records: first, by 
classifying 134 head in one day; and 
second, by classifying the largest 
herd of Holsteins ever to be rated. 
This the State Prison of Southern 
Michigan herd at Jackson containing 
189 head. 


Several additional breeders. in 
Michigan will now be admitted to 
the Progressive Breeders Registry. 
The first to be admitted as a result 
of this recent herd classification 
work is Miss Sarah Van Hoosen 
Jones, owner of Van Hoosen Farms, 
Rochester, Michigan. Miss Jones 
has been awarded certificate number 
47 with an average score of 81 
points on 102 head.

The five daughters and many 
granddaughters and great grand- 
daughters of this old cow have all 
been high in butterfat test for the 
breed, all of this family for three 
generations individually ranging 
from 3.7% to 4.4% test on a yearly 
basis. One of them, a younger full 
sister to the Lestra cow, has pro- 
duced 3,166 lbs of fat to date with 
a record last year of 646.6 lbs fat, 
made in the Ehredt and Brunsell 
herd. 


Five cows bred by the Brattrud 
Farm have thus far exceeded the 
3,000-lb fat mark for life-time pro- 
duction; and a total of 15 cows 
from this herd have produced more 
than a ton of fat each. 


One other cow in the herd, Alwil- 
dane Black Beauty, attained the 
100,000-lb mark last year. Her first 
five years of production were not 
recorded; so this total accounts only 
for her 7th to 14th years in milk. 


The last calf dropped by this 
cow, a bull, Kariole Emperor Beauty, 
was recently purchased from the 
Brattrud Farm by Oscar Holte, Pres- 
ident of the Dane County Holstein 
Club, to head his purebred herd at 
Stoughton, A half brother to this 
bull, from the same cow, was for- 
merly in active service in the Holte 
herd and was a high ranking prize 
winner at the Wisconsin State Fair 
three successive years. 

The Brattrud Farm senior sire, 
Carnation Magnificent, is now well 
proven. His entire list of 21 daugh- 
ters in milk to complete yearly rec- 
ords as 2 and 3-year-old heifers in 
five Wisconsin herds in Dane, Rock, 
Green, and Walworth counties, aver- 
age 365 lbs of fat, equivalent to ap- 
proximately 475 lbs of fat each at 
mature age. The average test of 
the 21 heifers is 3.7%. 

This bull has also sired two differ- 
ent grand champion winners at the 
annual Dane County 4-H Show at 
Stoughton. In 1938 a heifer show? 
by Helmer Holte, Stoughton, and 
last year a heifer shown by John 
Wittwer, Mt. Horeb, both of which 
were daughters of Carnation Mag- 
nificent, won the highest award of 
the Stoughton Show. 
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VETERAN TENNESSEE HERD 

Some of the best cows are found 
in small herds—and the herd owned 
py George W. Atchley, Sevierville, 
Tenn., stands as an example. 


Lady Dorinda Pontiac started Mr. 
Atchley’s herd, “Lady Dorinda”’ 
peing not only the first registered 
Holstein in this herd but also the 
first registered Holstein ever to be 
prought into Sevier County. No rec- 
ords are available to show how well 
she filled the pail, but her descen- 
dants are doing their part in filling 
the pail and also in winning show 
ring honors. Her great granddaugh- 
ter, Bertha Ormsby Elgin Segis, has 
peen first prize senior yearling at the 
Tennesse State Fair, Knoxville. Her 
son, Ormsby Korndyke Elgin Segis 
Lad was junior champion at the 
same fair in 1939, and first prize 
senior yearling in 1940. 

“Lady Dorinda” is the historical 
founder of the herd but another 
cow, Bellwood Ormsby Woodcrest 
Girl, is the progenitor of most of the 
present herd. She was purchased 
August 27, 1936, from Paul Reeves, 
Maryville, Tenn. — she came origin- 
ally from the herd of James Hop- 
kins of Maryville. She died in 1939, 
one month after winning first prize 
at the state fair, being 14 years old 
at the time. Her show ring achieve- 
ments cover an unusually long period 
of time for she was grand champion 
at the state fair in 1929 and was 
still winning first premiums ten years 
later at the same fair. 

This cow was selected by Mr. 
Atchley after careful consideration 
of her pedigree and possiblities. Her 
dam was Segis Hengerveld Wood- 
crest Girl, former holder of the Ten- 
nessee state production reocrd for all 
ages and all periods. From this cow 
has come three generations of gocd 
producers and show winners. She 
herself has six registered daughters 
and two registered sons. 

The third cow which has contrib- 
uted to the make-up of the present 
herd is a daughter of the former 
Reserve All-American Holstein- 
Friesian bull, Triune Ormsby Piebe 
59th. This cow, L-Jaie Cee Ormsby 
Hartog, herself a show winner, has 
a son that was junior champion at 
Knoxville in 1935 and a daughter 
that won a second premium in 1938 
and 1939 and was first prize 3-year- 
old in 1940.

A HOME-MADE LABOR SAVING 
DEVICE 

Gilbert Harting, Harmony, N. J., 
has rigged up a simple device which 
cuts the _ stable-cleaning time to 
eight minutes daily (in place of the 
usual 45 to 60 minutes for a 30-cow 
dairy). E. J. Perry describes it in 
the current issue of New Jersey 
Farm & Garden. The outfit consists 
of a shovel connected by a %” rope 
with a hay lift and windlass, oper- 
ated by a 3 h. p. electric motor. The 
shovel is large and fits the gutter 
evenly. The manure spreader stands 
a couple of feet below the level of 
the stable floor. The end of each gut- 
ter has been knocked out and made 
smooth. An 8’ chute, gutter width 
and with sides 20” high, extends 
from the end of the gutter to the 
spreader. At two places along each 
gutter there are pull ropes to start 
and stop the motor. The operator 
merely steers the shovel by holding 
firmly its short grip handle, and the 
manure, including liquids, is quickly 
whisked into the spreader. Four or 
five trips down each side usually 
suffice to do a good job of clean- 
ing. Pulleys and boards were all 
the equipment Mr. Harting had to 
buy. Cost about $4.00. Every short 
cut to save time and labor counts 
now.

TESTS REVEAL FOOD VALUES 


Recent experiments have disclosed 
startling new information on the 
superior food values of butterfat over 
certain other commonly used fats, 
according to the National Dairy 
Council. Dr. T. W. Gullickson and 
associates of the Division of Dairy 
Husbandry, University of Minnesota, 
experimented with five different 
yegetable oils and three animal fats, 
including butterfat, in the feeding 
of young calves. 

Eight different groups of animals 
were fed skim milk into which one 
of these fats or oils had been homo- 
genized thoroughly to form a prod- 
uct containing 3% per cent fat. Each 
group was also fed a low fat concen- 
trate mixture together with cod liver 
oil, and alfalfa hay. 

Calves fed the skim milk contain- 
ing fat of animal origin made signifi- 
cantly greater average daily gains in 
weight than those receiving vege- 
table oils. Indigestion seriously af- 
fected three of the groups fed vege- 
table oils. Some of the calves in 
these groups died from this disorder 
at an early age and others probably 
would have done so if the ration 
had not been changed. Other calves 
in these vegetable oil fed groups 
gained very slowly in weight for a 
time and appeared haggard and dull 
as though starving. This was fol- 
lowed by a gradual weakening, often 
terminating in death if whole milk 
was not substituted in time. Several 
calves that were in a very weakened 
condition and unable to stand made 
remarkable recoveries when changed 
to milk containing butterfat. 

This study indicates that under the 
condition of the trial, butterfat was 
far superior to all other fats and oils 
tested. When compared with fats of 
vegetable origin, the advantages in 
favor of butterfat were outstanding.

CARE OF MILKER 


THOROUGHLY CLEAN YOUR 
MILKER IMMEDIATELY AFTER 
EACH TIME USED 
1. IMMEDIATELY after milking 
the last cow draw at least 1% gal- 
lons of clean cold water through the 
teat-cups and tubes into the pail. 
As you draw this water through 
raise the teat-cups every few seconds 
so air can rush through them. After 
the water has been drawn through 
shake the pail well, then empty. Be 
sure to use fresh water for each unit. 


2. Brush and wash pail, head, 
teat-cups and rubber parts with hot 
water to which a soapless cleaner has 
been added, using the special brush- 
es provided. The outside as well as 
the inside of the parts should be 
kept sweet and clean. Do not permit 
a to get between the liner and 
shell. 

3. Assemble the unit and draw 
through it 114 gallons of scalding 
hot water, so hot (180 degrees), you 
can’t hold your finger in it. Do not 
raise the teat-cups for air while 
drawing hot water through them. 

4. place the pail and the inverted 
head on a rack to drain and dry. 

5. Put tube on claw and place 
teat-cups on the solution rack, using 
lye solution. 

Formula for correct lye solution: 

(1.) Dissolve contents of a stan- 
dard 13-ounce can of lye in one gal- 
lon of water to make stock solution. 

(2.) Mix this well and keep in a 
gallon jug tightly corked. 

_(3.) Take 6 ounces (8 oz. is % 
Pint) of this stock solution and pour 
it into the 1 gallon solution rack jar. 

(4.) Fill with water. 

6. Just before milking drain the 
ye solution from the teat-cups and 
milk tubes. 

f Rinse pail and head in a chlor- 
ne solution, containing 100 parts 


Per million of chlorine, then assem- 
ble unit. 
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Draw 1% gallons of chlorine 
solution through the teat-cups 
into the pail before milking. 
The above cleaning and steriliz- 
ing method must be carefully 
followed. If for any reason any 
of the above steps are slighted 
and the machine becomes dirty, 
clean and wash it immediately. 


8. PERIODIC EXAMINATION: 
Unit parts should be examined fre- 
quently and worn rubber parts re- 
placed to maintain milking efficien- 
cy. At this time all metal parts and 
all the rubber parts, both air and 
milk, should be washed and cleaned, 
using the following method: Pour 
two gallons of water and six ounces 
of lye stock solution into a dishpan. 
Heat to a boil, placing all rubber 
parts in this boiling solution. Re 
move from stove and allow to cool. 
Pour off water and allow parts to 
dry. Metal parts should be brushed 
clean and sterilized with hot water. 
Pipe lines should be kept clean by 
sucking through from far end two or 
more gallons of lye water, solution 
rack strength. Remove trap and 
empty and clean. Should milk be 
sucked into pipe line clean the line 
immediately with lye solution.

In the 10 per cent of the herds 
having the heaviest cows, the ani- 
mals average 343 pounds more in 
weight, and produced 2,816 pounds 
wore milk each cow per annum. 

Herds of registered cows averaged 
heavier in weight and were much 
higher producers than grade herds. 

In keeping with the theme of 
weights, we report the following 
average weights for different breeds, 
as taken from U. S. D. A. Farmer’s 
Bulletin 1443, entitled ‘‘Dairy Cattle 
Breeds.”’ All figures are averages in 
pounds.

milk. The blood from the stimulated cow caused a let- 
down of milk, proving that the substance that is respon- 
sible for the let-down of milk is in the blood. When we 
used blood from a cow that had not been stimulated to 
let down the milk, there was no effect on this udder that 
is off the cow. 

We had an accident, which was quite revealing. One 
of the boys went down to get some blood from a cow, 
and chose an Ayrshire, who resented the idea so vigor- 
ously and so successfully that only half the amount of 
blood called for was obtained before she broke the 
halter. But we put that in anyway, and in this particu- 
lar experiment, there was 1,080 cc. of blood that went 
through that gland per minute, and after putting 
through 500 cc. of that blood from the excited cow, the 
blood flow dropped down to just over a bit over 200 ce. 
per: minute. 

Do you see how that ties up with the gentleness of 
Handling cows? Excited cows secrete a substance into 
the blood that constricts the blood vessels in the udder. 

We set up another series of experiments in which we 
tried out nine different drugs upon the rate of blood flow 
and the let-down of milk in the cow’s udder. We found 
that the cow’s udder is unusually susceptible to the 
effects of those substances which constrict the blood 
vessels. In the case of excitement, there is the charac- 
teristic response. 

Well, you can see that this ties in with an old idea 
that we have, that we must not excite milking cows, for 
upon excitement, out goes these substances that constrict 
blood vessels, shutting off blood to the udder, lowering 
milk production. But that isn’t the worst of it. I shall 
tell you our worst place for fright or excitement. In 
these experiments, we found that when we injected the 
hormone and then took a little too long a time to milk, 
we didn’t get all the milk out. Or, in other words, this 
hormone lasts but a short time after it is injected into 
the bloodstream; or if we let this blood set for a few 
minutes after it has been taken out of the cow, then it 
has no effect upon the udder that we run it through. The 
blood destroys this hormone rapidly. 


What does this mean in the way of milking? It tells 
us this: that we must get the milk out of a cow rapidly; 
if we are going to have complete milking. To prove this 
we set up a series of experiments to test it out in prac- 
tice. One was to wash the cow’s udder twenty minutes 
before milking was started—and if you want to ruin 
milk production, that’s a good way to do it. Washing a 
cow’s udder is the stimulus to let down the milk. The 
teats become distended to indicate that the milk has 
been let down. When milking began some time after, 
it is too late to get the full benefit of the hormone, and 
the milking was incomplete. Pressure is built up within 
the udder, the resorbing process starts in, and the drying 
off process begins. Many a short-time cow, in my 


opinion, can be explained upon the basis of incomplete 
milking. 


Well, another experiment was to milk one quarter 
at a time going around the cow’s udder, milking each 
one dry, and at the end of it, injecting the hormone and 
forcing out the milk that was left in there. Here is 
essentially what it is, in round numbers: first quarter, 
100 per cent; second, 90; the next, 80; the next, 70. A 
progressively less per cent of the milk was gotten out 
by that sequence of milking. So speed in milking, you 
see, is very important. 


Then another series of experiments were set up, to 
test the effect of excitation of the cow, as it is well 
known that when cows are excited, they don’t milk well. 
(I am talking as though I did all this work. We have 
had a lot of help from the veterinary division, from the 
medical school, from the Department of Physiology, and 
Dr. Ely, head of the Dairy Department at the University 
of Kentucky, who did a good deal of this work for his 
doctor’s thesis at Minnesota.) Dr. Ely worked out this 
particular experiment that I am going to tell you about. 
You know, in experimental work, you have got to have 
things down so that you can quantitate them, so that you 
can say that there are so many units of this or that 
applied. So he standardized fright by appealing to three 
senses. One was pain. For this he put a kitten on the 
back of a cow just before the milking process started. 
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The kitten anchored, the cow moved, and the kitten 
anchored more, and so it became a vicious circle. 

Another one was the appeal to the ear, the audito 
nerve, and in that he devised the explosion of inflated 
paper bags every twenty seconds. The cow is exceed. 
ingly responsive to anything that she can hear. Explode 
a paper bag, or merely clap your hands and see the 
whole line of cows quiver in response. 

Then he appealed to the eye, or perhaps the noge— 
the olfactory nerve—I don’t know which. A cage of 
rats was placed in the manger. A milking machine was 
put on, hooked onto the bucket that was suspended to 
a scale, where the weight of the milk was recorded 
What happened? When the milking machine was py 
on, he got a little milk at the beginning—that which was 
down in the teats and in the lower cistern. Then no 
more milk came as long as the cow was excited. The 
longest period that he used was forty-two minutes. Then 
he injected the hormone and in two to three minutes ql] 
that milk was out of the udder. 

So, then, you can see that type of extreme excitement 
has a profound effect causing complete inhibition of the 
let-down of milk. 


We tried another experiment that we interpret as q 
state of anxiety. We put a feed cart in the alley, filled 
with feed, that the cow could see but could not reach. 
The response was not so dramatic as if was with this one 
of Dr. Ely’s, but it was quite good. We didn’t get all 
the milk out and what we got came slowly over a long 
time. This experiment shows another thing, that you 
can get a partial inhibition. It need not be complete: 
it can be partial. Or to put it the other way, you can 
get darn mad, just moderately mad, or a little mad, 
and your blood pressure goes up in direct proportion to 
the degree of anger. And the same thing with fear or 
any of these emotional states. There are many degrees 
of them. 


So we figure that the cow is pretty much like the 
human (she is feminine, anyway), and that she has 
many of those characteristics. That is important to con- 
sider and also there are great variations between them. 
There are some old cows that want to be milked above 
everything else, and it does take very drastic treatment 
to stop them from letting down their milk—but such 
are very few and far between. 


Now, what is the mechanism, what stimulates the 
let-down of this hormone? Nerves are involved, yes. But 
rot the nerves that we thought, that is, the nerves that 
carry messages from the brain on down, but they are 
nerves that carry messages from the outside on up to 
the brain. When we cut these nerves going down to 
the udder, we did not cut the sensory nerves, pain 
nerves, cold nerves, hot nerves or touch nerves in the 
skin of the udder and the teat. They come down 
through the outside from the spinal column, right under 
the skin, to enervate the gland. So the cow had all of 
these sensory nerves in the udder. What happens? The 
milking stimulus sends a message on up to the brain, 
and from the brain to the pituitary, and out goes this 
hormone, and that is the mechanism, we believe, that 
is involved. If we block out the sensory nerves by 
anesthetizing, the cow (and we used several different 
types of anesthetics, getting her surgically anesthetized; 
that is, so you can do surgery on her, so that you can't 
get any response) we can’t get any milk out of the cow. 
But it is there, as when we injected the hormone, the 
milk was let down. 


That proves, then, that that nerve system is involved 
in the regular response of milking. It is a response of 
an exceedingly low order, and any other emotional state 
that there may be interferes with the response. 


This brings us to a consideration of good milking. 
First, milk fast. The faster a cow is milked, the better, 
and I believe that we can, at least with machine milk- 
ing. milk cows in two and a half or three minutes, and 
that it is possible to train most cows, if not all of them, 
to let down their milk in that time. I had reported to 
me that one milker in one large herd in the United 
States, operating three units of a milking machine, was 
milking an average of one cow per minute—sixty cows 
an hour—and he was getting more milk and having less 
udder troubles than he ‘had ever had before. Rapid 
milking is essential to get the full effect of this hormone. 


Next comes the problem of getting a sudden and 4 
complete release of the hormone into the blood stream

as the result of the milking act. This necessitates that 
there be no exciting circumstances around the barn at 
milking time. It is also necessary that the man who 
does the milking, whether by hand or by machine, must 
be one that the cow has confidence in. In my opinion, 
there are many people that cannot milk efficiently be- 
cause they cannot elicit the proper response from the 
cow. There is something about their mannerisms that 
arouses Suspicion on the part of the cow, and when that 
happens, there cannot be a complete response to the 
milking act. 

Cows, too, by poor milking technique, will develop 

poor milking habits. It is easy to make a stripper out of 
a cow by poor milking habits. Simply take your time 
about milking, and the cow is exceedingly accommodat- 
ing. She will let down the milk a little slower than 
even the slowest desire it to come. 
' The next is that there must be no strange noises or 
anything strange to the cow during milking. The cow 
ig quite a curious creature—at least most of them are. 
Ihave had reported to me and have observed that cows 
that have been out and then come back in and find that 
their stalls have been painted have been more interested 
in inspecting the paint job than in responding to the 
milking stimulus. 

I could go ahead and elaborate upon this. Cows that 
have been fed grain, like Axel Hansen used to do, the 
days that he milked his cows—I don’t know whether 
he can milk any more or not, but he used to be a great 
milker. He fed grain immediately before the cows were 
milked. Many practice that yet. The cow is in the box 
stall, they have the grain mixed up, and it is set out in 
front of this box stall, and then it is put in immediately 
before milking starts, and if he doesn’t get over there to 
milk, and the cow is an easy milker, you are going to 
see what happens. The feeding of the grain becomes 
the stimulus to let down milk. 

There is another very important phenomenon to con- 
sider and that is a conditioned reflex. That is, cows may 
be conditioned to respond to other things than the milk- 
ing act to let down milk. When grain is fed imme- 
diately before milking for a period of time, the cows 
associate the feeding of the grain with the milking act 
and let down the milk to the grain feeding. In almost 
any herd you can find cows that respond to the let-down 
of milk when they hear the milking machine started 
or the rattling of the milking utensils. Look on down 
the string in almost any herd and if there are any easy- 
milking cows, you will see milk streaming from the teats 
after milking begins. This is evidence that the milk 
has been let down and a pressure has been built up in 
the lower cisterns. Good herd management dictates 
finding such cows and milking them first. 

So anything that happens around the barn before 
milking time very easily may be associated with the 
milking act by the cow, and she may respond to that 
by the let-down of milk—and that’s a thing to be 
avoided. We just concluded one experiment this last 
week, in which we fed grain immediately before we 
milked each cow. I am not so sure that isn’t a good

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practice except that some cows become so excited wait- 
ing and fighting for the grain that it offsets any good 
that might come from preventing the let down of milk 
in advance of milking. We got some evidence that a lot 
of cows, at least, when they are waiting for their grain, 
will not respond to the let-down of milk, and then when 
you give them the grain, there is a response. 

Anyway, in milking with machine, I think it is im- 
portant that the cow’s udder be massaged for three- 
quarters to half a minute before the machine is put on, 
so that the milk is let down, and then, with easy-milk- 
ing cows, all of the milk can come out in two and a half 
minutes, when the cows are properly trained. With the 
some twenty-three million cows that I estimate are being 
milked today (the rest of them dry, a lot of them prob- 
ably shouldn’t be milked), you could save three minutes 
per cow per milking, or six minutes a day per cow. Cal- 
culate yourself how many million man days could be 
saved by training cows to milk properly, in the United 
States—and then get better results, by far. I am con- 
fident that if these simple rules that I have given rela- 
tive to milking were adopted by all of our milkers in the 
United States, all of the increase for dairy production 
this year could be attained more than once over, from 
just that simple expedient.

ERY well indeed do we recall a late 
afternoon one cold wintry day in 
January 1921 and the happenings of 
that occasion have had a memorable 
part in our own events even of today.

. And so we were on our way to 
a rather small hamlet located up in 
Minnesota. 


After traveling all over the Middle 
West (we have since learned how to 
get there) the three of us finally ar- 
rived in Ellendale about 6 in the morn- 
ing. Snow hip deep—cold as it some- 
times gets up there and most of the 
highways blocked. We were finally 
taken into the little hotel and made 
comfortable and the next command 
was, “Find that bull and some way to 
get to see him.’’ After much effort 
a Ford touring car (and do you recall 
them of those days?) was hired and 
with shoveling and much more effort, 
the first point of objective was reached 
while the owner was still breakfasting. 
(Julius Schmid never wasted any time.) 


Entering the barn we found a pen 
full of perfectly, beautiful calves, but 
that blamed bull was nowhere to be 
found!! 





Dead ?—possibly. 

Could he have sired these beautiful 
calves? 

And if living what would he cost 
(remember 1920 prices)? 


Finally a gentleman 
pearance—Ernest Sloan. 


Yes, the bull was alive—the calves 
were his offspring—but he COULD NOT 
be bought. Two good and one bad for 
answers. 


So, back to the hotel for further 
strategy. The roads to the farms of 
the other partnership owners were im- 
passable excepting to sleighs. That aft- 
ernoon onto bob-sleds we piled, deep 
into straw and covered with blankets. 

. and we were again on our way— 
TO FIND THAT BULL. 

. .. after some miles of travel, we 

finally found THAT BULL at the farm 


of Arthur Johnson. Just a two-year-old 
—pbut what a bull!!! 


No, he was not for sale. After MUCH 
conversation the owners finally agreed 


made his ap- 


to come to the hotel the following day 
to see if some plan could not be made 
to work. 


Were we to tell you the opening 
price of the conversation you’d only 
think it used for its sensationalism— 
so after long conversation Mr. Schmid 
made this statement: “Gentlemen, |’ 
tell you what I will do and if you want 
to do it—do it d quick because we 
are leaving on the 3 o’clock train. 

That offer was the only one ever 
made—$20,000 in cash money—one of 
his sons later to be selected from an 
800-lb fat daughter of Ormsby Korn- 
dyke Lad and the use in the meantime 
of a son of Ormsby Korndyke Lad from 
Ormsby Korndyke Armyn—and inei- 
dentally that son of Armyn was later 
to become the sire of the dam of the 
great Ellenvale show cow, long famous 
at Elmwood and later at Wimbledon.

Two of these were Ormsby 
Sensation Aaggie that sold for $1,400 
in one of the Brentwood Sales and 
Ormsby Sensation Abbekerk that later 
became a world champion in her class. 


Thus ORMSBY SENSATION came 
to Beaver Dam Stock Farm _ where 
mated with Ormsby Korndyke Lad 
daughters, he sired some of the great 
sires of the breed. And it is to be 
remembered Ormsby Sensation was the 
result of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 37th being mated to his own 
great daughter, Wisconsin Fobes 5th. 

. and the relationship of all this 
to the present is the simple statement 
that it was a son of Ormsby Sensation 
that sired none other than our own 
great cow, LASHBROOK PEARL 
ORMSBY. 

With some 200 of her descendants, 
we probably have more animals bearing 
relationship to Ormsby Sensation than 
any other farm, therefore it is only 
natural we should have more than 
passing interest in the happenstances of 
nearly a quarter century back. 


It was good breeding then—and we 
feel it still is good!!!
